RATE CUT URGED 
BY CITY EXPERTS 


Reduction Recommended Would 
Benefit 80,000 and Save: 
$365,000. Year. 


COMMITTEE GETS REPORT 


Ald. Merriam Wins Warm Fight to 
Chtain Publicity for the 
Findings. 


RESULT OF MONTHS OF INQUIRY 


Reductions in electric light rates were rec- 
ommended to the city council yesterday by 
investigators who spent almost a year study- 
ng the subject. “ 

Their report was presented to the council! 
committee on gas, oil, and electric light, and 
precipitated a lively debate on the question 
of publicity. 

Ald. Charles BE. Merriam inalsted that if 
the report was complete it should be made 
public at once. He was opposed by Ald. 
Theodore K. Long, who supported the plea 
uf the Commonwealth-Edison company, that 
it be given an opportunity to scrutinize the 
report before the contents were disclosed. 

The argument on this side was that the 
city was bound not to disclose facts of the 
company's affaires which would benefit its 
competit s without aiding in rate making 
Merriam won by a vote of 7 to 6. 


Would Change Charge Basis. 


The chief recommendation of the report is 
that retail rates for light be made the same 
as those for power. This would consist of the 
establishment of a “ tertiary charge” of 3 
cents a kilowatt hour. The present rates for 
light are a primary charge of 10 cents and a 
secondary charge of 5 cents: but the rates 
for power already include the tertiary 
charge. 

In simpler terms, the proposed rates would 
mean that after @ consumer had burned his 
‘lights a eres number of hours the rate 
against Khim for further use would be 5 cents 
a kilowatt hour, and if he continued.to use 
current at that rate up to a certain point he 
would benefit from the “ tertiary rate” of 2 
cents an hour for all additional current. 

This reduction, it was said. would benefit 
approximately 80.000 of the 120.000 subscrib- 
ers on the company’s books and would mean 
a total saving to them of $365.000 a year on 
the basis of the records of 1912. Other re- 
ductions were said to be possible, as this 
one would leave the company a balance of 
$271,000 tn its surplus minus the total of the 
redutcions resulting from voluntary de- 
creases in wholesale rates put in éffect 
April 1. 

Alternative Reductions Listed, 


Alternative reductions were listed as pos- 
sibilities. but this was the one most heavily 
emphasized, 

The report was presented by City Elec- 
triclan Palmer and signed by him and City 
Controller John E. Traeger. The investiga- 
tion was made by Charles B. Willard of the 
controlier’s office and A. C. King of Mr. 
Palmer's office. 

The formal recommendatians follow: 

“4. If future regulation is conducted 
on the present basis we believe that in the 
interest of economy and fairness the public 
authorities should be represented on any 
future appraisal board appointed for the 
purpose of determining the value of the 
Commorwealth Edison company’s property 
for taxation, capitalization, rate reguation, 
or sale. 

“2. To best serve the Interest of the 
consumer and to fairly treat all parties con- 
cerned, a complaint and service bureau 
should be established to handle complaints of 
service and questione of charges, 


Application of Rate Reductions, 

“g$, That a reduction in retail rates 
be now made which can be applied in one or 
more of the following ways: 

(a) The light'ng rate be 10 cents for 
first hour's daily use of maximum demand, 
5 cents for second. ard 3 cents for all 
excess, placing retail light and power on 
same schedule and eliminating invest- 
ment In extra maximum demand meters 
and watt meters. 

(b) A reduction in the primary rate 
both light and power, below a 10 cent 
maximum. 

(c) A reduction in the secondary rate, 
both light and power, below a 6&5 cent | 
maximum. 

(4) A reduction in the number of hours - 
daily use of maximum demand before 
secondary rate is effective. 

“It is believed that recommendation (a) 
offers the greatest number of advantages. 


Against Maximum Demand Meters. 

“4 Maximum demand meters should 
be not ineialied in the future except tn caees 
whee they appear necessary for statistical 
purposes. but. ').e maximum demand should 
be detemnined fiom, present data and sta+ 
tistics revisea from time to time, 

“5. We recommend that special dis- 
counts now granted to the following clagses 
be eliminated: Drug stores distributing ad- 
ver.ising, cot-pany’s employés, customers 
having mu-e then one premises, hall lighting: 
in apartment Lulldings, and charitable and 
sema:-charitatle orga:zations.” 

The report says Dear the close: 

“Overhead charges were revised on the 
same basis as for the year 1911 and deprecia- 
tion eimilarly treated. The results are 
shown in a diagram from which it ts evident 
that the reductions in retail lighting rates as 
well as general reductions in rates have not 
impaired the return on the investment.

LONDON, May 16.—The London Trades 
council, representing 50,000 metropolitan 
trades unionists, at a meeting this evening 
adopted a resolution protesting against the 
appointment of Walter Hines Page as United 
States ambassador to the court of St. James 
on the ground of representations mace by 
the Allied Trade council of New York that 
Mr. Page is an opponent of organized labor. 

The resolution states that “the London 
Trades council strongly resents the appoint- 
ment to the court of St. James of an ambas- 
sador who Is a bitter opponent of organized 
labor in his own country,”’ and requests Prea- 
ident Wilson to recall the appointment and 
substitute for Mr. Page one who more truly 
represents the opinions of the working 
classes of the United States of America and 
who is more acceptable to the organized 
workers of the United Kingdom. 

. Asks Grey to Act. 

The council also urges Sir Edward Grey. 
the foreign secretary. against receiving Mr. 
Page as the United States representative in 
this country. 

Copies of the resolution were gent to Pres- 
ident Wilson and Sir Edward Grey. and a 
communication was sent to every labor coun- 
cil in the United Kingdom asking for similar 
action, saying:

Precautionary Steps Taken After 
Ambassador Leaves; Possible 
Strife is Denied. 


DELAY ALIEN LAND BILL REPLY

Washington, D. C., May 15.—(Special.]— 
That the relations of the United States and 
Japan have arrived at a point of considerabis 
gravity was disclosed by developments here 
today. ¢ 

Interest in the reply this government will 
make to the Japanese protest was swallowed 
et for the moment by military measures 

taken by order of President Wilson in the 
way of precaution. 

Two companies of coast artillery were or- 
dered to proceed to Honolulu. Steps have 
been taken to increase the defensiveness of 
Manila. The battleship fleet, which unfor- 
tunately is in the north Atlantic ocean, is 
being put in readiness for the long cruise to 
the Pacific in case of necessity. 

Hope Move Will Be Unnecessary, 

It is the sincere hope and expectation of 
the administration that these precautionary 
measures will prove unnecessary. 

Japan may not formally object to the movee 
ment of two batteries of artillery. But it 
will be remembered that one of the causes 
which precipitated the war between that 
country and Russia was the.actior of the 
latter in sending warships to Port Arthur. 

The military preparations were the result 
of an “ accidental” conference at the White 
House this afternoon between John Bassett 
Moore, the acting secretary of state; Lind- 
ley M. Garrison, secretary of war; and Jo- 
sephus Daniels, secretary of the navy. 

Meeting Follows Chinda’s Visit. 

This conference occurred between sat 
the state department made by V 
Chinda, the Japanese ambassador. 

Early this morning Viscount Chinda was 
furnished with a copy of Gov. Johnson's 
telegram to Secretary Bryan-announcing an 
intention to approve the bill passe¢é by thé 
legislature of the state. The ambassador's 
call wae for thé purpose of ascertaining two 
facts which apparently the Tokio govern- 
ment regards as important: 

1’ When the reply of this government will 
be made to the Japanese protest. 

2. When Gov. Johnson may be expected 


to sign the bill. 

Evidently Japan proposes to act further 
as soon as it is informed officially that Presi- 
dent Wilson intends to support California 
and the date the law it considers objection- 
able is put into effect. 

No Hurry for Reply. 

So far as the reply of the president to the 
Japanese protest is concerned, the chief ex- 
ecutive announced~téday that it would be 
sent after deliberation and yet in time to 
accord with courtesy. 

The president wes unable to inform the 
Japanese ambassador when Gov. Johnson 
would eign the BLL. This is a matter in the 
guvernor’s hands and he has set no date fon 
fins! action. fei 

The occurrences today show the president 
ig more concerned about the Japanese situ- 
ation then he has been willing to admit. 

Few here go so far as to say there isany 
danger of war. The most that is expected is 
that Japan will retaliate by withdrawing 
from the San Francisco exposition and in- 
augureting @ boycott upon Américan goods 

Possibilities Are Dangerous. 

But the friction such a policy would pro- 
duce can have possibilities of a most danger- 
ous character.

Response to Protest Being Drafted. 


The response of this government to the 


Japanese protest is now being drafted by 
Gounselor Moore and will be considered by 
the president and his cabinet tomorrow. 
There is no longer any doubt the adminis- 
tration will uphold the right of California to 
enact the proposed law. It merely deems it 
inexpedient for the state to do so at this time.

The president could invoke the referendum, 
but it is evident from the reports which have 
geome to the White House that the people of 
the state would overwhelmingly support the 
action of the legislature.

Japan would not be satisfied to be told that

Way Out of the Tangle. 

A possible way out of the difficulty and 
one which is receiving the serious attention 
of the president is to save Japan's face by 
proposing the negotiation of a treaty forbid- 
ding Aniericans’ to own farm lands in Japan 
and Japanese te own farm lands in the 
United States. | 

The treaty of ib11 indirectly contains this 
proposition. By expressing it explicitly it is 
thought Japanese public sentiment might be 
satisfied. : 

Asa matter of fact, Americans are not now 
permitted to own farm lands in Japan or to 
lease land in Formosa and in Japan proper 
outside of defined reservations. 

What reply would be: made to a proposal 
of this kind, if made, remains to be seen. 
The Japanese do not propose to be placed in 
a position of inferiority to the caucasian 
race. 


Demanded Overthrow of Whites. 

In this ‘connection an article published tn 
the Kokumin of Tokio by Mr. Tokutumi, its 
editor, is striking. The Kokumin was the 
official organ of the Japanese government 

‘the Katsura ministry was in power. 
The white men’s clique must be over- 
thrown in the interests of Japan and in the 
interests of humanity.” ... Pa 

From the Japanese point of view, the solu- 
thom of the question involved can be found 
ohly “by destroying the white man's mis- 
conception of the inferiority of the colored 
races by Japan attaining the same level of 
civilization as the west, both along physical 
and moral lines.” 

Diplomats here are becoming alive to the 
seriousness of the situation. As the ally of 
Japan Great. Britain may deem it desirable 
to make representations which would show 
the Japanesé that it has no sympathy with 
them in the course they are pursuing. 

The administration in the end may return 
to its original proposition to recommend to 
congress the enactment of a law authorizing 
the naturalization of the Japanese. Such ao- 
tion weuld be acceptable to Japan, and while

“The senator knows perhaps 
better than I do where it came from.” 

Senator Root sali he was surprised that 
the senator from Colorado should make such 
“ebsurd " charges in the senate based upon 
@ communication apparently unsigned. 

“The senator from Colorado doesn’t have 
to take instructions from the senator from 
New York or any one else,"’ Senator Thomas 
said. “He is responsible to the people of 
his own state. He does not care whether 
the senator thinks this is abeurd or not.”’ 

Senator Page offered to give $250 for the 
name of any Vermont banker who received 
this circular, declaring he wae in a position 
to affirm that no banker in Vermont had 
ever received it. Senator Smoot said he 
could say the same thing of the bankers of 
Utah, “ 


Says Circular Did Its Work. 

Senator Lane came to the assistance of his 
Democratic colleague by stating that he did 
know a banker who had received such a 
communication. He refused to give his 
name. 

Asa result of this circular, Senator Thomas 
said, banks did retire circulation, and did 
call many loans, and laid the basis for the 


panic. 

Senator Smoot produced figures from the 
statistical abetract showing that circulation 
of national bank notes had increased steadily 


from 1891 to 1896.

He announced emphatically that he was not 
considering con?ipromises of amy sort; that 
he stood equarely behind the measure as it 
passed the house; and that he regarded it 
as the duty of the Democratic majority in 
the senate to fulfill its platform pledge by 
enacting the house bill into law. 

All day there had been rumors that con- 
cessions of some kind would be made on the 
principal schedules in order to satisfy oppo- 
sition in the senate. 

The president had been told by friends that 
in some sources there was a confident expec- 
tation that a duty would be put on raw wool 
or that the provision for free sugar after 
three years would be dropped. It was to 
counteract these statements that he took oc- 
casion to make his position clear. 

The shoe and leather industries of the 
United States will be investigated by a spe- 
cial agent of the department of commerce 
and labor.

CURB FOR FINANCIAL STRESS’ 
GIVEN BY SECRETARY M’ADOO. 


Treasury Will Permit Banks to Sub- 
stitute Other Government Bonds for 
U. 8. 2s to Add to Circulation. 


Washington, D. C., May 15.—Expansion of 
national banknote circulation to meet debts 
for currency in times of financial stress will 
be made easier through an order issued to- 
day by Secretary McAdoo of the treasury 
department.

‘The signature of the governor will place 
in circulation city warrants for municipal 


from recent pay rolls pending final action in 
the legistature on the bill agreed to today. 
Firet Important Act Passed. 

With the exception of some minor and 
emergency appropriation bills, the Juul 
amending bill is the first to get to the gov- 
ernor as a constructive act of this regular 
session. 

As it is now up to the governor, the bill 
provides that the principal and interest on 
bended municipal indebtedness shall be 
eliminated rfom the scaling process of the 
Juul law in all cities of the state. 

Removes School District Taxes. 
The new act amends the law,.as to the 
downstate territory, only as removing from 
the scaling process school district taxes. 
These are the only changes in the law as it 
stands on the statute books.

GOT $25,000 FROM SISTER. 


Part of Money Was Returned 
When Plan Failed; Negoti- 
ated with Anhut. 
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New York, May 15.—Dr. John W. Russell, 
f<rmer superintendent of the Matteawan 
State Hospital for the Criminal Ingane, first 
made the suggestion’ to Harry K. Thaw that 
he could be released by the payment of @ 
large eum, Thaw testified 1odmy at the brib- 
ery trial of John N. Anhut here. 

Anhut, a young attorney, is charged with 
offering Dr. Russell a bribe of $20,000 for an 
order or certificate which would result in 
freeing Thaw from further confinement in 
the asylum. 

Thaw was brought from Matteewan to tes- 
He was subjected to a rigid examina- 
tion and cross examinatton. Objections of 
counsel for the defense that Thaw, legally 
insane, was not competent to testify were 
overruled by the court, who, however, held 
that his testimony must be considered as 
that of an insane person. 


Says Anhut Assured Discharge. 

Thaw told of several visits paid to him by 
Anhut at Matteawan in 1912, when he de- 
eclared Anhut “‘ said he would get mé dis- 
charged.” i 

“TT asked if Dr. Ruesell had settled on 
something definite,” said Thaw. “and he 
[Anhut] said he had. I said the money was 
much more than I expected to pay; thatI was 
not in a position where I could pay it.” 

Inder cross ¢xamiration Thaw sald. that in 
ali he had spent $65,000 and no more in ef- 
forts to secure his release from Matteawan 
This sum, he said, was exclusive of the ex- 
pbenses of his two trials for the killing of 
Stanford White. 

“I was pretty well swindled on my two 
trials here,”” Thaw declared. “The costs 
were something tremé@ndous.”’ 

The witness said that during a conversation 
with Auhut questions of raising the money 
were discussed and that a week later he se- 
cured 140 shares of a gas company- stock, 
valued at about $20,000, and $5,000 cash from 
his @ster, Mrs. George L. Carnegie. 


Says Russell Was to Get Money. 

“ Were not the securities to be turned over 
to Anhut?’’ Thaw was asked. 

«** No; they were to be turned over to Dr. 
Russell. We had arranged everything before 
I ever saw Anhut.” 

Thaw declared his agreement with Anhut. 
called for the return of all or part of the 
$25,000 if he did not walk out of the door of 
the asylum or was not released by the court 
by specified dates. He said Anhut paid him 
back $14,700 of the $25,000 Jan. 1 last, when 
the plan had failed. 

During cross examination Thaw objected 
to being’ called ‘‘ Harry.” saying his name 
was ‘‘ Henry.”’ 

“Are you the Henry K. Thaw who shot 
and killed White?" the witness was asked. 

* Yes,”’ in a low voice. , 

‘“ Did. you intend to kill him?.”’ 

“ ‘This is a question outside the issue, and 
I refuse to answer.” 

Justice Seabury declined to direct the wit- 
ness to answer. 


Russell Deposed After Inquiry. 

Dr. Russell resigned as superintencent at 
Matteawan shortly after Gov. Sulzer sent 
Col. Joseph F. Scott, then superintendent of 
prisons, a letter demanding Dr. Russell's re- 
moval. The governor's action resulted from 
disclosures in an investigation of the mat- 
ter at Albany, at his imetigation, last 
February. 

Court was adjourned until tomorrow morn- 
ing immediately following the announcement 
that Thaw’s testimony was concluded. Thaw 
was taken back to Matteawan tonight.

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_ THE PARK CONSOLIDATION BILL. 


One of the most important measures pre- 
sented to the legislature in the name of Chi- 
cago is that for park consolidation. 


Its principle is the antithesis of that other 


administration bill, the “tax increase bill.” 
The tax increase bill, as has been pointed 


out in Tue Trisune from time to time, is a’ 


measure to provide funds for necessary mu- 
nicipal expenses out of the pockets of the tax- 


_ payers which should be obtained by the 


> 


 % 


elimination of waste in administration and 
the multiplicity of taxing bodies. 


The park consolidation bill in effect puts all 


the taxing bodies, except the school board, 
Within the boundaries of Chicago under the 
financial control of one central authority, 
and provides that the tax levied by them sep- 
arately shall be levied by the city and appor- 
tioned among them. 

In this way the surplus revenues of those 
bodies which have become wasteful from 
having more money than was intended can 
be turned to good account. Great saving in 
administration can be obtained; great eeono- 
mies will result from codperation, and more 
public service will be rendered at a less cost 
than now pertains. 

The bill as drawn is radically wrong, how- 
ever, in its revenue section, which provides 
that taxes for interest on bonds and for the 
payment of bonds shall be levied in addi- 
tion to an extortionate tax of 2 per cent for 
general purposes. 

The senate should include the payment of 
the principal and interest of bonds in the 2 
per cent limit and pass the park consolida- 
tion bill.

protection in the legislature, it’s time to get 
some relief from the legislature itself, 

The defense of the opponents of guper- 
vision is the same defense that the em- 
ployers of child labor make, that the 
producers o/' impure and poisonous foods 
make, that the manufacturers of hurt- 
ful drugs and the promoters of fraud- 
ulent schemes make. It’s a defense that 
has been swept out of the way whenever 
the government undertakes to give the public 
the protection it needs. 

No argument that the opposing private 
bankers can advance remains unanswered. 
They are not asked to submit to an op- 
pressive law. ‘They are not asked to yield 


to conform to certain regulations which will 
not give any honest man a moment’s gnnoy- 
ance nor put him to an instant’s embarrass- 
ment, but which will help to keep the dis- 
honest men out of the banking business, 

An interest which cannot defend itself in 
reason, which is defeated at evéry turn by 
the arguments for state regulation, and 
which can only say “ We don’t want it,” is 
protected in the senate. 


MENACING OR PROTECTIVE? 

Business men would like to know that 
daring th@period of readjustment to a new 
tariff law they would have a measure of 
protection against avoidable and prevent- 
able dangers. Of necessity there will be 
apprehension. In spite of President Wil- 
son’s announcement that the policy of the 
administration was one of careful and con- 
siderate surgery, there always is the possi- 
bility of violent reaction against so consid- 
erable an economic change as a switch from 
heavy protective duties to.anything. ap- 
proaching a revenue tariff. 

President Wilson and his advisers’ may 
increase this apprehension, or they may 
work to allay it. If the latter be the intent 
of the administration, then Secretary Red- 
field will be more-explicit in such statements 
as the remarkable utterance-to the National 
Association of Employing Lithographers. : 

Mr. Wilson’s threat to hang some one 
higher than Haman indicated some months 
ago that he feared a demonstration of the 
power of malevolent wealth, creating arti-. 
ficially a period of business depression, if not’ 
a panic, to force failure on a new policy of 
national economy. The statements of cabi- 
net ministers since then have indicated that 
it is the determination of the administration 
to punish men who may make such ah at- 
tempt if the power of punishment be in the 
federal. government. 

From such artificially created dangers the 
business interests of the country wang pro- 
tection. They must have the opportunity to 
readjust themselves without encountering 
other difficulties than such as are inherent in 
the problems they must meet. But the 
national] administration is not precise, anid 
it is not specific. It is menacing. It almost 
gives color to the theory that enormous in- 
quisitorial and punitive powers are to be 
employed to protect a party from political 
consequences. Its utterances almost cqn- 
vince the business man that his efforts to 
readjust bimself will bring the governmen: 
down upon hima jp an arbitrary, lawless inter 
’ ference with his.aifairs never contemplated 
before in American history.

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


LATHOUGH the project of offering the 
throne of Albania to Theodore Roose- 
velt, reported in the dispatches trom 
Europe, has been treated by people 
here in the light of a good joke, tuere 

is nothing after all so astonishing in the fact 
that his name should have been mentioned in 
connection with the rulership of the newly 
formed independent state of Albania. 

Scions of royalty are not the only persons 
to whom thrones are offered by nations 
searchingefor orderly government. 

Thus, before the election of the late King 
George to the crown of Greece, in 1863, it was 
tendered to the fourteenth earl of Derby, 
grandfather of the present peer of tha’ title, 
and was declined by that famous states- 
man on the plea that he would rather be an 
English peer of ancient lineage and great 
wealth than a foreign monarch. 

The throne of Belgium, too, was offered in 
1830 by the Belgians, on their emancipation 
from Dutch rule, to the Prince de Ligne, a 
mere nobleman, and it was only when he 
declined it that it was tendered to and ac- 
cépted by the royal prince who reigned aa 
King Leopold L 

as, 

Theodore Roosevelt has proved, as presi- 
dent of the United States, his ability as an 
administrator, and his name is familiar to 
the people throughout the length and breadth 
of Albania, thanks to the large number of 
Albanians who have lived in America and 
who have relatives on this side of the At- 
lantic. 

Then, too, Americans have shown their tal- 
ent for administration in foreign countries. 

Gen. Henry C. Prout, who, after distin- 
guished service during the civil war in the 
Army ofthe Potomac, commanded the khe- 
divial troops in the Soudan during the reign 
of ismail, Was governor for a number of 
years of one of the equatorial) provinees of 
Egypt. He still flourishes today, as vice pres- 
ident of the Union Switch and Signal com- 
pany, in New York, and is a shining light 
of the Century club. 

Another successful and popular governor of 
one of the Soudan provinces of Khedive Is- 
mail, was the late Col. Alexander Macomb 
Mason, grandson of that Maj. Gen. Alexan- 
der Macomb who died as general-in-chief of 
the United States army. 

Gol. Mason was one of the finest types of 
Americans in the employ of foreign govern- 
ments that it has ever been my lot to meet. 

After taking part as a naval officer in the 
civil war, he saw active service im Chile be- 
fore being engaged by Khedive Ismail, who, 
after a time, assigned him to assist Gen. Gor- 
don, of whom he became the closest friend. 

What qualities especially endeared him to 
*(ninese "’ Gordon of Khartoum were his 
singular modesty, his discretion, and, above 
all, his ability t@ hold his tongue. 

Col. Mason was the most quiet and unas- 
suming of men. People knew him for months 
and years and were in almost daily inter- 
course with him before learning, and then 
only through others, of his splendid’ record in 
the Soudan, where he made the first survey 
of the Albert Nyanza,

Now that the suit for libél by Sir Arthur 
| Vicars, former Ulster king at arms, against 
a London paper for imputing to him reeponsi- 
bility for the sensational theft of the jewels 
of the Order of St. Patrick is bringing that 
mysterious scandal once more upon the tapis, 
it may be ttmely to recall the fact that Prof. 
Goldwin Smith, in his “Irish History and 
Irish Character,”’ furnishes an odd clew to 
the extraordinary indifference manifested by 
Augustine Birrell, the Irish secretary, and by 
the present Asquith government in general, 
regarding the missing jewels. 

The professor's book contains the follow- 
ing letter, written by the first Duke of Wel- 
lington, who, as Sir Arthur Wellesley, was 
chief secretary for Ireland from 1807 to 1809:

is therefore not only possible, but even prob- 
able, that thost of the missing insignia of the 
Order of St. Patrick were of copper-gil with 
the exception of the star of the grand master, 
which was stated to contain some handsome 
brilllants given for the purpose by George 
IV. 

If, om the authority of the great Duke of 
Wellington, the remainder of the insignia 
was of copper-gilt, what guarantee ie there 
that the brilliants adorning the star of the 
grand master were not of paste? 

It would go far towards explaining the ap- 
parent indifference displayed by the author- 
ities towards the recovery of the missing in- 
Signia. 

In fact, the indifference has been so marked 
and the police have been to such an extent 
discouraged from pursuing investigation 
that the impression has been gained that 
the goverrment is not particularly anxious 
to regain the insignia, since the fact taat 
they were of no particular intrinsic vaiue 
would be brought to lignt.

It will be curious to see whether Sir Arthur 
Vicars carries his libel suit to completion,

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DETONATOR IS LACKING. 


‘Six Militant Leaders Placed: on 
» Trial for Maliciously De- . 
stroying Property. | 


LONDON, May 15.—A so-called militant 
suffraget bomb was found during ’the night 
outside the netional gallery which.contains 
invaluable art treasures and is inthe center 
~of London on Trafalgar equare. 

The machine consisted of a tin can filled 
with live cartridges wrapped in a copy of the 
Suffraget. It wes labeled “pills to break 
the windows of the national gallery.’”’ There 
was no mechanism or detonator éonnected 
with the expiceives, and the “ bomb” was 
therefore, lhke many previous onea quite 
harmiess. 

Six & Placed on Triek 

Six militant suffraget leaders and a male 
adherent of thé “ cause”’ were committed 
today for trial at the Old Bailey sesgions’on 
charges of conspiracy under the malicious 
damage act. All of them@eaded not guilty 


and reserved their defense. Bail was allowed 


on the prisonérs’ promise to refrain from 
militancy pending trial. 

The amount of the bail ranged from $4,000 
in the cases of Miss Alice Lake, Miss Laura 
Lennox, and Mrs. Beatrice Saunders to $15,- 
000 in ‘the case of the analytic chemist Clay- 
ton. 

Among the exhibits presented by the police 
egainst the militants was the suffraget roll 
of honor, entitled “‘The Crimes Record 
Book.” Particulars of some 1,400 convic- 
tions for. suffraget outrages, in which 466 
persons were convicted, were. entered in the 
Look, which also recorded the amounts of 
money paid to some of the perpetratora. 

One item referring to “ prisoners’ ham- 
pers—$400"’ indicates that considerable 
quantities of candies, fruits, and other deli- 
cacies must have been supplied to the im- 
prisoned women. . 

St. Anne’s Church Partly Burned, . 

- BASTBOURNE, England, May 15.—A fire 
apparently started by militant suffragets 
today seriously damaged St. Anne's church 
here. It burned the organ, but wab discov- 
ered in time to prevent the flames spread- 
ing’ to a valuable painting of Christ being 
entombed.

Mark off the 
hardening layer into squares or oblongs, and 
when firm remove them and slip each one Into 
a silk or tissue paper envelope. The recipe 
given will make six to ten of these sachets, 
according to their thickness, at a cost of about 
60 cents.

Employes Hosts to Officers.

I keep the things. sprinkled for her 
and she finishes the troning; excepting the un- 
derwear, bath towels, stockings, and the like,

Good planning enables our family of five to 
dress on $150 a year. I make all the children’s 
clothes. Five yards of 15 cent gingham makes 
a dress, with bloomers to match, which would 
cost $3.50 downtown. With the findings, this dress 
costs less than a dollar, and the same pattern 
can be used several times by making little 
changes. Two or three cents a 
saved on gingham by getting remnants, which 
are usually about the right lengths for chil- 
dren's dresses and sults. Children’s clothes are 
not hard to make, and there are many good pat- 
terns. It pays to get good materials, and one 
is more likely to do so in buying goods by the 
yard than in buying a ready made garment 
the style and trimming of which may tempo- 
rarily blind one to the poor material. 
Children’s underwear can be made from the 
grownups worn out suits. The waists which 
cost 25 cents can be made at home for 8 cents. 
When stockings are worn through at the knee 
I cut off the leg b@low the hole and the top 
above it, discard tigis piece, and sew top and 
leg together on the machine, putting what was 
the front in the back, so the knee place is prac- 
tically new. When the mother makes and 
makes over the children’s clothes the little folks 
can be kept well dressed at small — Pa

Newlyweds on $7 a Week.. 

In reading over the articles every day I have 
decided that no one as yet has had the expert- 
ence that I had when I was first married. My 
husband lost. his position after we were mar- 
ried a week and we had little money saved when 
married, around $40, and no furniture at all. 

We rented two rooms for $4 a week and lived 
on $8 a week; that was $7 a week, and we had 
three meals daily. He was out-of work five 
weeks and we had to pinch pretty hard. The 
sixth weeks he got to work. I bought round 
steak and fried it first and then boiled it real 
slowly for about two hours, until it wae real 
tender, and also cooked pork the same way. and 
it cost about 9 or 10 cents a meal for meat; 
but we only had meat about three times a week. 
All my bread I baked and never threw a piece 
away. When there were small pieces left, too 
small to toast, I elther made bread pudding or 
used it to thicken my gravies by grating it 
fine and boiling it a minute in the gravy, in- 
stead of flour or corn starch. I never made any 
more coffee or tea than just a cup apiece, so 
I never wasted any of that. If coffee is warmed 
over it is not healthful. I made a good deal of 
soup and I warmed it over, as it lasted two or 
three days. 

Mornings we sometimes had stewed raisins or 
prunes and toast and coffee.. Sometimes I would 
take two eggs and add a cup of milk and scram- 
ble them for us. If I had boiled or fried them 
one egg would not be enough for a man, so by 
scrambling them with a good deal of milk made 
enough. We bought good butter and eggs, never 
any more than half a pound of butter a week, 
as I cooked in lard which I rendered myself. 
I 414 my own washing. ironing, and mending 
I make all my own clothes 
and my own hets, as I learned when I was 
single. 

I now save from $20 to $23 a week out of $35 
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about as follows:

We save from $400 to $800 a year 
out of an income which varies from $1,500 to

Live on Rented Farm. 

There are just three of us in the family— 
father, mother, and myself—and we live on a 
rented farm and give a.certain per cent of crops 
raised. I don’t know exactly what our income 
is from our part of the crops, but I do know we 
manage to live very nicely. We raise all of our 
vegetables in the summer and usually put iz 
beets, carrots, and onions for winter use. We 
had to buy all of our fruit, and mother and I 
canned it. We also canned our tomatoes. We 
seldonr buy any canned goods at all. We raise 
our own meat, too, and that savas a great deal. 
And then we have a few fiogs to sell. We also 
have cows and use all the cream, butter, and 
milk that we want and sell the surplus. We 
have chickens and sell a great many eggs. We 
have quite a lot of company, too, out always 
have something left over. Mother and I do all 
of our own housework, washing, ironing, and 
baking. ~We make our own clothes and look as 
well as others. Father has help some times 
to help with his work.

Market Advances 144@14 Cent—Small

per Ib. yesterday, and the market at the 
close of the day was ing healthy condition.

Percentage of fihe butter is still below 
normal but quality shows daily improvement. 
Receipts were 7,172 tubs. 


Strength also prevailed In the egg market and 
prices here were marked up about 4c per dozen. 
Small receipts were largely responsible for the 
advance, demand for all good stock being brisk. 
Arrivals were only 19,925 cases, compared with 
25,057 cases a week ago, and 27,967 cases a 
year ago.

FARRELL SAYS STEEL TRUST 
HAS NOT HARMED ITS RIVALS. 


Head of Corporation Testifies Other Con. 
cerns Have, Thrived Since Merger— 
Only 27 Per Cent Under Control. 


New York, May 15.—James A. Farrell, 
president of the United States Stee! corpora- 
tion, began today his fourth consecutive day 
of testimony as a witness far the defense in 
the government's dissolution suit. He con- 
tinued his description of competitors of the 
corporation, and to support his contention 
that these concerns have grown stronger 
since the organziation of the corporation 
in 1901. 

The corporation, according to an exhibit 
submitted by the witness, owns only 27.3 per 
cent of the steel and iron bar capacity of the 
country. « 

Answering the charge that the Tennessee 
Coal and Irom company was taken over by 
the corporation, not to stop the financial 
panic of 1907, but because it was a dangerous 
competitor, the witness denied that the com- 
pany was in a position to produce rails 
economically. He explained that the rails 
which that epmpany sold to the Harriman 
lines cost $3.45 a ton more to manufacture 
than the price for which they were sold, 

“The Tennessee Coal and Iron company 
was not a competitor of the northern milis,”’ 
said Mr. Farrell. ‘Its production of rails 
was insufficient to Make an impreasion on the 
northern market.”
